There are spaces for her full names where 
she came from, whether married or sin- 
pie, her position, the date of her birth, 
her own home and if married additional 
information concerning her immediate 
family. 


If she has children, the government will 


look out for them. She must pay a regu- 
lar fee to the insurance or death fund 
that sh'1 may not become a public charge 
in case of disablement or death. There 
is an advantage to the girl in this govern- 
mental interest, for she cannot be dis- 
charged without cause. When she does 
leave, the employer buys another card, 
green in color, on which the same com- 
plete description of the departing domes- 
tic as that on the white card is recorded. 
ffhat must be left at the police station 
right away, for government brooks no de- 
-.ay in these matters. 


This is the system by which the police 


have their fingers on every man, woman 
and child in Germany. Any infringement 
of the rules is promptly punished by ar- 
rest and a tine.

ell said, "I went to see several of the 
leading dealers in this city to inquire if 
any of them would take homemade jelly 
and received no encouragement whatever. 
One seemed much amused at the idea of 
my thinking I could make enough jelly 
for him to consider the matter at all. 
'You had better make your jelly first be- 
fore you talk to me,' he said in a manner 
which implied he did not think I would 
make more than a dozen or two. 


"Strange- to say, that dealer has since 


been my largest patron. 
I have never 


seen him since my interview, and I do 
not think he is aware that he has ever 
conversed with the woman whose jelly he 
has been buying. 


"I concluded to make the venture not- 


withstanding, believing a sale could be 
found for it among private parties if no 
with dealers. I made 1,121 one-half pint 
glasses (since then I have always used 
the one-third pint size), and by the 1st 
of November all was sold to private par- 
ties and dealers, excepting what was re- 
served for our own. use. 


"It was not an easy matter to convince 


the dealers that they needed any, for they 
would point to their pails of 'jelly,' which 
they could buy at a few cents a pound. 
But ever since then one dealer has taken 
each year all I had to sell him. The most 
emphatic refusals were from the leading 
hotels and restaurants, who said they 
could not afford to pay more than tub 
jelly prices. The pure food laws are now- 
discouraging the sale of imitation jellies, 
and I think there will he a much greater 
demand for pure jellies. 


"In making my jelly I am very partic- 


ular as to the condition and quality of the 
fruit. It must be either somewhat green 
or just ripe, hut not the slightest degree 
overripe. Apples must be hand picked to 
avoid being bruised. Nothing wormy or 
stale is used. I always try to use fruit 
the same day it is picked and never uso 
any picked over twenty-four hours. 
I 


keep the juice in earthen jars and do all 
cooking in sixteen and eighteen quart 
graniteware kettles. I always strain the 
juice twice and never press the pulp in 
the least. 
My method is to cook the 


fruit with water in the afternoon, mash 
through a colander and then put all in a 
bag and leave it to drip over night. In 
the morning I strain the juice again and 
put up to boil. 
After boiling one-half 


hour (with any amount under four quarts 
twenty minutes is sufficient) I add heated 
sugar and again boil fifteen or ten min- 
utes, according to amount, 
I stir con- 


stantly before juice begins to boil, both 
before and after adding sugar; also slum 
well before and after adding sugar. 


"I never need try it to see if it has jel- 


lied. It is pourefl into glasses and allow- 
ed to stand a few days before covering. 
The past two years I have used paraffiu 
to cover jelly, but concluded this year to 
again use white paper under the tin lids. 
1 have heard of others complaining of 
jelly fermenting when covered with the 
paraffin and to a slight extent have also 
had the same experience. Two years ago 
I made 2,548 glasses and used the paraf- 
fin. About four dozen glasses fermented. 
If any one can tell me why those fer- 
mented and all the others did not, I 
would be very glad to know." 


Before her marriage Mrs. Roweli was 


an expert accountant and uses the same 
exact methods in her domestic accounts. 
She said: 


"I keep strict account of all jelly made 


as to amount and cost of fruit, sugar and 
number of glasses and all other inci- 
dental expenses, as fuel, labels, cartage, 
etc., so that I know exactly each year the 
average cost per glass of each kind of 
jelly made. ^ By so doing I am enabled to 
know just what I can afford to sell the 
jelly for, an essential point in making it 
for sale."

His testimony was therefore 
largely corroborative ol the evidence 
which has heretofore been given by 
others who were on the Brooklyn. 


"Did you see the commodore durlug-

"My log shows there were two assem- 


blages, both on board tho Harvard, and 
that 1 went on tho second visit with the 
captain of the Yale, and from that I 
had come to the conclusion that the 
second visit was on board the Yale. 
That is the only correction I desire to 
make. 


"I desire to state that I informed 


Commodore Schley on the occasion of 
my visit to him on the lir.th, lir.st. that I 
thought that the St. Paul had been! 
chased by a torpedo boat on the night 
of her arrival or the subsequent night; 
second, that I detailed to him the com- 
munication between Captain (Joodricli 
of the St. Louis and myself on board 
the St. Paul as we passed each other 
when I was bound from Cape Ilaitien 
to Santiago and the St. Lonis was 
bound from Santiago to Cape Ilaitien." 


He said that since he was formerly on 


the stand he had recalled that he did 
not see the pressboat Somers N. Smith 
on May '23, and he also recalled, he 
said, that on that evening he had seen 
the pressboat Premier and had warned 
those aboard against remaining where 
they then were because of the danger 
of being attacked by the torpedo boat 
destroyers.

may become infected with the germs of 
thia fearful malady.

tuo women contracting tho disease after 
occupying a house wherein four or five 
years previously a cancer patient had 
died.

Mr. Jones 
said that such a measure would be of 
special benefit to the Pacific coast 
and would receive support from for 
western senators and representatives 
which the bill reported by Senator 
Frye cannot command.

DUG UP SPANISH DOLLARS. 


Italian Finds Two Chests in 
Cellar Excavation and Flees. 


IN FW SPA PER 


Boston, Nov. 2.—While excavating 


'or a cellar on a plot of land on North 
street, where once stood a house 
--•ccupicd in Revolutionary times bj 
William Dodd, an Italian laborer dug 
ip two iron boxes filled with Spanish 
'.ollars' of ancient make. The man 
;as using his pick at the time and, 
-trilung iron, shovelled away 
the 


earth from two small metal boxes. 
Without saying a word, he tucked one 
under each arm and fled. He is 
known to his employers only by a 
number and his fellow countrymen 
refuse to tell his name. 


In his flight the Italian dropped 
arenty-seven of the dollars, which 
vere picked up.

If you were handed a "fish, a dog and a 
trip of bamboo and bidden to kill a ten 
oot shark with these crude implements, 
lie odds arc that you would decline the 
nequal contest. Nevertheless the Ma- 
ays annually kill thousands of these vo- 
acious monsters by this means without 
ncurring the slightest risk. 
Tjie method is as follows: The bamboo 


s split into a strip measuring about four 
eet in length by one inch in'width, Hav- 
ng been well charred at each end and 
ointed, it is coiled into the smallest pos- 
ible space and sewed into the fishskin. 
!"he dog is next killed, trussed nnd his 
nterior cavity refilled with the delusive 
fishskin. 


Forthwith Jack Shark swallows the 
og at :i gulp, and his doom is sealed, 
"hree or four days later, when he has 
igested the dog and the fishskin, the 
lamboo flies apart and gradually pene- 
rates the great brute's side with fatal 
ffect. It is not pretty sport, bnt it is 
uarvelously effective and absolutely safe. 


Were you handed u piece of meat, a 


mudle of leaves and a pot of birdlime 
•ou would scarcely feel yourself a match 
or a Bengal tig jr. but the little Bengal- 
se-are particularly successful in catching 
Ir. Stripes with these crude implements. 
The meat is Jirst of all tied to the 


jough of a tree some twelve feet from 
he ground. The leaves, which are the 
size of largo plane leaves, are 
next 


smeared with the birdlime and thickly 
strewn, sticky side uppermost, beneath 
he bough. Mr. Stripes, perambulating

Now he notices them nnd starts to try 


o lick them off, with the result that he 
ralisters them from his claws to his face. 
.Ic gets impatient, the lime gets into his 
yes and makes them smart, and he re- 
Joublcs his- efforts, only to redouble the 
lumber of leaves. Finally he loses his 
empcr and. half blinded with rage, fc:ir 
ind birdlime, rolls o\cr and over until he 
ooks like n jack iu the green. Then, 
when he is no longer capable of rational 
resistance, the wily native emerges and 
abs him in some viral part. 


Sometimes, however. Mr. Stripes is des- 
ined for some great menagerie. Then the 
procedure is Mft'orent. He is first of :-.!! 
rapped by an ingenious arrangement of 
weights nnd springs which convert an in- 


ocent looking cowshed into ;i four sided 
wooden cell the moment he passes thu 
hreshold. His removal thence is iugen- 
ous.

darkened cell.

The ring 
prevents him swallowing the fish, which 
John quietly drops into his own pocket. 
The process is repeated until the cormo- 
lant tires of it. Then John tries a fresh 
bird.

A 
small hole a few inches in diameter is 
made low down in a stout wall. On either 
side of this hole a young porker is teth- 
ered and left to his fate. 


The python speedily spots the external 


pig and swallows him. He then turns his 
attention to the internal animal, which 
he can only reach by wriggling the fore 
part of his body through the hole in the 
wall. Having swallowed the second pork- 
er, the python suddenly realizes the pen- 
alty of his piggishness. 


Horrible to relate, he is now much the 


same shape'as a dumbbell, the thin part 
of which jnst fits the aperture through 
the wall and the bulging portions of 
which, representing the swallowed pork- 
ers, effectually prevent him moving back- 
ward or forward through the wall. At 
this point it is etiquette to help him out 
of his difficulty by cutting him in two and 
so saving the lives of the little pigs. Giv- 
en a big python, and this sport can be 
very exciting.—Pearson's Weekly.
